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tenths (1.5) per cent of crude fibre, not less than two and twen-
ty-four hundredths (2.24) per cent of nitrogen, and not more
than two and two-tenths (2.2) per cent of ash.

Rye flour is the fine, clean, sound product made by bolting rye
meal, and contains not more than thirteen and one-half (13.5)
per cent of moisture, not less than one and thirty-six hundredths
(1.36) per cent of nitrogen, and not more than one and twenty-
five hundredths (1.25) per cent of ash.

Buckwheat flour is bolted buckwheat meal and contains not
more than twelve per cent of moisture, not less than one and
twenty-eight hundredths (1.28) per cent of nitrogen, and not
more than one and seventy-five hundredths (1.75) per cent of
ash.

SkctioN 5. 'This aet shall take effect and be in force from and
after January 1, 1914

CHAPTER 434.

AN ACT to amend section 558 of the statutes, relating to the ap-
portionment of the school fund.
The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Section 558 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 538. The town clerk shall apportion all school money
received from the state and also all raised by the town, among
the several distriets and parts of distriets within the town, in pro-
portion to the number of persons between the ages of four and
twenty years residing in each, taking such number from the last
annual report of their respective distriet elerks. No moncy shall
be apportioned to any district or part of a distriet, except as here-
in provided, and as provided in section 554 of this chapter, by the
discretion of the state superintendent, unless the last annual re-
port of such distriet, verified by the affidavit of the'district elerk,
shall show that all school money received from the state by such
distriet has been used in paying a legally qualified teacher, at a
salary of not less than forty dollars per month, and that a eom-
mon school has been taught in such distriet by such teacher for at
least eicht months during the year ending with the date of such
report. Provided that any time which such report shall show was
spent by the teacher or teachers of said distriet in attendance up-
on an institute in the county, and was allowed by the distriet
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board without deduction from such teacher’s wages thercfor,
shall be included as a part of such eight months.

SeEction 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 435.

AN ACT to amend section 1 of chapter 482, laws of 1911, relating
to licensing by cities or villages of persons or corporations en-
gaged in the business of installing or altering clectrical work
or wiring in buildings in-such cities or villages.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Section 1 of chapter 482, laws of 1911, is amended
to read: (Chapter 482, Laws 1911) Section 1. The common
council of any city * * * or the village board of any village,
however incorporated, is hereby authorized and empowered, by
ordinance, to license and regulate any person, firm or corpora-
tion, employed or engaged in the installing, erceting, construc-
ting or altering of any electrical work or wiring in any building
or part of building in any such city or village, and to fix a fee for
such license at a sum not less than * * * one dollar nor
more than fifty dollars per annum.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to repeal section $5a of the statutes and to create a new
section to be numbered 45a, relating to the display of the na-
tional flag on election and registration days.

SECTION 1. Section 45a of the statutes is repealed.

SEcTION 2. There is added to the statutes a new section to be
numbered and to read: Section 45a. The town board, village
board and common council of the several towns, villages and cit-
ies of the state shall place and display the national flag on suit-
able staff over every voting place during all the hours that the
polls are open on the day of the general election, and may so dis-
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
